Because the producers are 
floodinjr the mai ket with imma¬ 
ture ho^rs the Food Administra¬ 
tion for California has issued a 
warning to Kiow’ers that light 
weight animals should be kept 
on the farms. The packers are 
temporarily short-handed and 


the capacity of their plants have 
been much reduced. 

In accordance with instruc¬ 
tion sent out from* the Wash¬ 
ington office of the Food Admin¬ 
istration, gi'owers are urged to 
ship no hogs w'eighing less than 
150 pounds, under which weight 
they are regarded as immature. 
Ia)ss to growers will result from 
a continuance of present condi- 


tions and a waste of badly need¬ 
ed pork will result.
